The Lineotype machine can be made to set 10 000 
ems per hour, or, readily, from 5 000 to'6 000, thus 
doing the work of five to six men, while it dis- 
tributes its type asit sets it. Skill in thecase counts 
for little, for the perfect workman grows out of a 
day’s endeavor, and the work of the machine is far 
cleaner than that which can be done by hand and 
leas wearging to the workmen.

ARTICLE VIII.—GOVERNMENT. 
© The goverfiment of this church is vested in the 
body of believers constituting it, whose majority 
vote in all matters pertaining to its interests is final. 

In matters of doctrine and discipline it will be 
amenable to no other ecclesiastical body. It ac- 
knowledges the Lord Jesus Christ as its Head, and 
receives the sacred Scriptures as its only, because in- 
fallible, guide in matters of faith, order, and disci- 
pline. 

Section 2. While it will seek to control its own 
affairs, according to its understanding of the words 
of the Lord, it will recognize the obligation and 
privilege of the communion of churches, by seek- 
ing and extending that fellowship, sympathy, 
counsel, and co-operation which the law of Christ 
demands. 

ARTICLE IX,—DISCIPLINE. 


Section 1. The rule of discipline shall be that 
recorded in Matf: 18: 15-17. 

Section 2. In private offenses the offended party 
is, by a fraternal, prayerful interview with the 
offender, to seek an understanding and healing of 
the breach, so as to gain the brother. Failing in 
this, he is to take with him one or two more, and 
again seek for a patient and thorough reconcilia- 
tion, and thus avert the necessity of resorting to 
the law and the penalty of a church trial. 

Section 8. In public offenses as every member 
suffers from the wrong done to the church, every 
member, cognizant of the offense, is under obliga- 
tion to labor, in the spirit of meekness, to bring 
the offender to repentance; or, failing of success, to 
communicate the case to the “‘committee on spirit- 
ual interests,’’ and through it to the church. 

Section 4, In all cases of offense the aggrieved 
must present the charges in writing over his in- 
dividaal signature. If the charges thus preferred 
are entertained the church will appoint a. time for 
the hearing thereof, summon the accused to appear 
for trial, sending with the summons a copy of the 
charges preferred and the names of those relied on 
for proof, at least fifteen days before the time fixed 
for trial. 

Section 5. At the time of trial the accused may 
call to his aid any member of the church, and in 
case of non-appearance of the accused a member 
shall be appointed to defend his case. The confes- 
sion of the accused or the testimeny of at least two 
witnesses—or what is equivalent—shall be required 
for conviction. 

Section 6. If the accused be proved guilty the 
church may admonish, suspend, or withdraw fel- 
lowship from him. Any act of extreme censure 
shail be publicly announced. In difficult cases the 
counsel of other churches or of conference may be 
sought. 

Section 7. A suspended or disfellowshiped per- 
son may be restored upon evidence of repentance, 
confession of wrong, and reformation of conduct. 


ARTICLE X.—MEETINGS AND COLLECTIONS. 


Section 1. The annual meeting of this church 
shall be held at the church on the last Saturday in 
December, when the annual reports of its officers 
and committees shall be presented, and the regular 
election of officers take place. 

Section 2. Business may be transacted at any 
regular meeting or at a special meeting, called by 
the officers of the church, or by written request of 
five adult members, and announced from the pul- 
pit the Sabbath preceding. 

Section 3. Preaching services shall be held on 
the Sabbath, at such hours as the committee may 
designate; at least one weekly prayer-meeting shall 
be sustained, and a monthly church covenant and 
fellowship meeting. At the latter any necessary 
church business may be transacted, providing a 
quorum be present. 

Section 4. Seven adult members shall constitute 
® quorum for the transaction of business; a less 
number may adjourn from time to time. 

Section 5. Oontributions may be solicited on the 
Sabbath for home work and for beneficence, as rec- 
ommended by the American Christian Convention, 

_and for such purposes as may cqnamend themselves 
B38 worthy of ald. 
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ARTICLE XI.—ORDINANCES. 


Section 1. The Lord’s Supper shall be celebrated 
on the Sabbath following the monthly church 
meeting in January, March, May, July, Septem- 
ber, and November. 

The invitation to the Lord’s table shall include 
all who love the Lord in sincerity, have made a 
public profession of Christian faith, and are trying 
to maintain a creditable Christian profession. 

Section 2. Baptism will be administered as cir- 
cumstances may require or admit. 

ARTICLE XII.—REPRESENTATION. 

Section 1. The church will appoint as many del- 
egates as it is entitled to, to represent it in the ses- 
sions of the annual and quarterly conferences of 
which it is a member. 

Section 2. The clerk shall furnish the delegates 
with credentials, certifying their election and au- 
thority to act in behalf of the church. 

Section 3. Delegates shall, if possible, attend the 
sessions to which they are elected, to present the 
offerings of the church, make known its desires 
and requests, and to voice it in conferential action. 


ARTICLE XIII.—AMENDMENTS, 


Section 1. This constitution, covenant, and fol- 
lowing by-laws may be altered or amended at any 
regular or properly called special meeting by a two- 
thirds vote, provided that notice of said meeting 
and the proposed alteration or amendments be given 
at least one week previous, and provided that the 
proposed alteration does not infringe the organic 
principles of the church. 

Section 2. By-laws, to carry out the provisions 
of this constitation, and the following covenant 
may be enacted at any regular business meeting of 


the church: 
CHURCH COVENANT. 


Having been led, as we believe, by the word and 
spirit of the Lord to repent of our sins and to accept 
the Lord Jesus Ohrist as our Savior, Commander, 
and Leader, the Head of the Church, and accepting 
the sacred S:riptares as a revelation from and given 


by inspiration of God, consequently the only, be- 
cause infallible, guide in matters of faith and works; 
and according to one another the right, privilege, 
and duty of exercising individual judgment in the 
interpretation of the Scriptures; accepting the name 
‘“‘Christian’’ as the designating appellative of all be- 
lievers, and Christian character—or piety manifest- 
ed in the daily life—as the test of Chri-tian and 
church fellowship; and, conscious that the prosper- 
ity and success of the church depends upon the up- 
rightness of its individual members, we, members 
of the Ohristian Church in , do solemnly, yet 
joyfally, covenant with one another as one body in 
Christ, pledging ourselves that we will endeavor, 
by theshelp of the word and the spirit of the Lord, 
to walk together in Christian love; that we will 
labor to promote the peace and prosperity of the 
church by sustaining its worship, ordinances, doc- 
trines, and discipline, thereby promoting the 
growth of its membership in knowledge, comfort, 
and holiness. 

We will, as far as possible or consistent with 
health, attend all the meetings of the church, and 
do what we can to advance its interests. 
contribute cheerfully, regularly, and according to 
our ability for the. support of the ministry, the 
expenses of the church, the relief of its poor and 
needy members, and for the spread of the Gospel at 
home and abroad in all lands. 

We will extend Christian greeting, sympathy, 
and cordial welcome to our associations in Gospel 
service and Christian work, to all who confess that 
Jesus Christ is the Son of God and the S:vior of all 
who believe on him. 

We also promise to maintain family and secret 
devotions, to religiously educate our children by 
Christian example and by studying with them, in 
the Sanday-school and at home, the Scriptures, and 
walking circamspectly before the world. 

We will be jast in our dealings, faithful in our 
engagements, exemplary in our conduct; we will 


avoid tattling, back-biting, idle gossip, malice, and - 


excessive anger, and try to seek the salvation of 
those with whom we mingle in the affairs of this 
life. eS 

We pledge ourselves to abstain from the use and 
sale of all intoxicating drinks as a beverage, and 
from the use of tobacco as an indulgence of appe-

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tite, and to be reasonably zealous in all efforts to 
secure and promote the interests of the kingdom of 
God.

REMARKS.

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GREAT TALKERS.

The class mentioned in our title is a numerous 
one, and has flourished finely from the earliest his- 
tory of man, 

As a rule great talkers are not great doers, though 
this is not always the » The reasons for this are 
not hard to find. Mary apparently talk for talk’s 
sake, and doubtless find nothing so melodious as the 
sound of their own voices. A saying no less true 
than trite, has it that ‘“‘talk is cheap.’’ It costs a 
little breath and a small effort, hence, isn’t so ex- 
pensive as doing practical and useful things. 

Says a quaint old writer in New Testament 
times, ‘‘If a brother or sister be naked, and in lack 
of daily food, and one of you say unto them, Go in 
peace, be ye warmed and filled; and yet ye give 
them not the things needful to the body, what doth 
it profit?”? This same writer tells us ‘“‘the tongue 
also is a little member, and boasteth great things.”’ 

Next to eating and sleeping a person given to 
loquacity finds it much less difficult to talk than to 
keep the vocal organs silent. 

It is easy to criticise, but not so easy to do better 
—the first can all be done with the mouth, the 
second sometimes requires brain, nerve, muscle, and 
other powers. 

Easy enough is it tosay what one would or would 
not do, or advise others as to a course of action. 
This can be ‘lone by talking; doing is far more 
difficult, and usually great talkers have no taste for 
great doing. It requires little culture and less 
thought to talk incessantly. It is somewhat like 
coasting down hill—a very little start is all that is 
essential; accelerated motion will do the rest. 
However, all this does not mean that talking is to 
be condemned absolutely. ‘‘People will talk.’’ 
Some of it is injurious, some mere verbiage, and 
some of it is valuable and helpful. It is a good 
thing to talk if there is really something to say. 
Oonversational powers diffzr. Now and then a 
really bright man or woman appears at a disad- 
vantage, because fluency is lacking. There are 
many ways by which ideas may be communicated, 
but talking is the most convenient and pleasant. 

Labor may be directed, comfort given, encourage- 
ment afforded, truth told by talking. ‘Actions 
speak more than words.’”’ Let talking and doing go 
hand in hand. He who talks much and does litile 
isn’t of much account in life, Silence sometimes 
is more elcquent, more pathetic than speech. 
Where is there an instance more dignified and 
sublime than the silent Christ before the Sanbedrim? 

Too much talking may injure a good cause, and 
sometimes makes the individual a nuisance.

Aristocracy is fast trans- 
ferring her claims to popular freedom; the voices 
of rich and poor mingle in one grand strain for lib- 
erty, but there is an aristocracy, old as government 
and lasting as the nature of man. There is a class 
that figures in the variations of this strain, and that 
will determine its key till government shall be-no 
longer needed. This aristocracy is (if Iam allow- 
ed the term) an intellectual aristocracy, and this 
class those who increase their talents. 

Tae Savior noticed this in his day, and history 
has re-echoed his illustration again and again. If, 
then, master minds are masters in the ruling of 
men; and, if, as Solomon says, ‘*When the right- 
eous are in authority the people rejoice, But when 
the wicked beareth rule the people mourn,”’ is it 
not allowable for us, as fond parents—is it not our 
duty as Coristians to strive for the preparation of 
our children to occupy places among this ruling 
class—to place there those righteous!y developed in- 
stead of those who may have attained the mental 
power, and yet be unscrupulous morally? Is there 
a@ more obvious duty in all the life of a Christian 
than fitting his children for usefulness and for the 
enjoyment of life? It is surely paramount to the 
daty of ‘‘replenishing the earth,’’ yet far more neg- 
lected. I am confirmed in the belief that many 
of the unattained possibilities of children will be 
charged to parents who might have provided for 
them. It is a serious step to take upon one’s self— 
the responsibility of plicing in the world so great 
an ir flaence, be it good or bad, as a living human 
baing; but if, in the very start, this inflaence be 
allowed to take the wrong direction, who shall be 
able to meet its results at the day of reckoning, 
when it shall have acted to the end of time? 

Fathers, if you are in poverty educate your chil- 
dren morally, and encourage them to seek knowl- 
edge. If you are able to provide for them now 
and give them a little when grown up, spend it for

ARTICLE V. 

Any woman may become a member of this board 
by signing the constitution and paying into the 
treasury one dollar per year. Any gentleman may 
become an associate member by paying into the 
treasury the sum of one dollar. Any person may 
become a lifeemember by paying into the treasury’ 
the sum of ten dollars. Any gentleman may be= 
come an honorary member by paying into the 
treasury the sum of five dollars. 

ARTICLE VI. 

The treasurer shall be the custodian of all the 
funds, and pay out the same only on order of the 
president and corresponding secretary, except so 
nouch as is necessary for the current expenses of the 
board. All moneys shall be used for Home Mission- 
work, under the direction of the Mission Board of 
the American Christian Convention. 

ARTICLE VII. 

The quadrenrial meeting cf this board shall be 
held at the same time and place with the quadren- 
nial meeting of the American Christian Oonven- 
tion. This board shall also hold an annual meeting 
at such time and place as the executive committee 
may appoint. Tne president shall have power to 
call extra meetings whenever in her jadgment it 
may be deemed necessary. 

ARTICLE VIII. 

This constitution may be altered or amended by 
a vote of two-thirds of the members present at any 
regular meeting.

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at the sources of the financial stream. The effort 
has been to gather money into a few channels for 
certain purposes—which is all right—but.no effort 
has been made to bring about concert of action 
among the members of the local churches. Better 
system in the organization and government of 
local churches is essential to success in the enter- 
prises of the general body. Hostility to ecclesiasti- 
cal dictation in matters of faith or opinion has run 
into anarchic license, under which each one assumes 
to do as he chooses or do nothing; hence the 
burdens are borne by the few willing shoulders, 
while the many are indulged in their disloyalty to 
Christ and his cause. Government is not for the 
willing and obedient, but for the disobedient. 
Better that our churches pers smaller numbers 
with greater strength. 

One reason that our calls have not met better 
response was that our efforts were too aimless. Had 
we systematized our disbursements so that the 
givers might see a definite object and witness a 
satisfactory result in each case, this would have 
inspired confidence and largely increased the giv- 
ing. 

All of these difficulties the State Conference has 
tried to meet and overcome by means of the sys- 
tem of organization adopted for its own govern- 
ment and recommended to its auxiliaries. It 
purposes to enter upon mission-work in the large 
towns and cities of the state as soon as the system 
is putin operation. Itis the mind of the official 
board to centralize their efforts upon one point until 
the cause is established there, then take up tife 
next hopeful point and do likewise. All mission- 
work will be under the control of the board. There 
is at present a demand for such work in Auderson, 
and if fands come to the hands of the mission secre- 
tary to warrant the undertaking, the board will 


doubtless take the step to establish there this con- | W. 


ference year. The work should be inaugurated as 
soon as possible, and as mission department secre- 
tary, I herewith submit a plan adapted to reach 
this purp2se; namely, That each pastor appoint a 
mission agent in the church to ask annual or 
quarterly subscriptions, and gather contributions 
to the Indiana mission-work and forward to the 
mission secretary, who will receipt for the same 
and also acknowledge through the HERALD.

—The address of Rev. Oharles A. Beck; teenaber: 
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Sunday $ehool Department 


BY J. F. BURNETT. X 

The origin of the Sunday-school must be regarded 
in a twofold sense. First, its divine origin, and, 
second, the human agency in its origin and de- 
velopment. Teaching is as old as ignorance, and 
for the enlightened to teach the ignorant has always 
been aduty. In the divine economy it was under- 
stood and made known from the beginning that 
without the instruction of the young there could be 
no perpetuity to the Church, and hence parents were 
commanded to teach their children the will of God 
and to bring them up in the “nurture and admoni- 
tion of the Lord.” In the Old Testament the word 
‘school’? was not used, but the idea and work were 
the same; that is, the teaching a body of persons 
the Bible on the Lord’s day, a training of the young 
and ignorant in “‘the law of the Lord;’’ and the 
teachers were not left in ignorance in regard to de- 
tails, for in Deuteronomy 6: 7-9 we find explicit 
instructions in regard to the how, the what, and also 
the manner of teaching. ‘‘And these words which 
I command thee this day shall be in thine heart; 
and thou shalt teach them diligently unto thy chil- 
dren, and shalt talk of them when thou sittest in 
thine house, and when thou walkest by the way, 
and when thou liest down, and when thou risest 
up. And thou shalt bind them for a sign upon 
thine hand, and they shall be as frontlets between 
thine eyes: and thou shalt write them upon the 
posts of thy house, and upon thy gates.”’ 

The school in patriarchal times, like the church, 
was then in the home, and we must learn that 
while the Sunday-school is the ‘‘nursery of the 
church,’’ that the home is the nursery of the Sun- 
day-school. Sunday-echools should see to it that 
the responsibilities of parents in properly instruct- 
ing the children are not laid upon the shoulders of 
the Suanday-school teacher, and the home should 
not allow the Sunday-school to do that. which so 
rightfully belongs to it. If the children of this 
country are to grow up into lives of usefulness in 
the world they must be trained in the home for the 
Sunday-school, and in the Sunday-school for the 
churcb, and in the church for active service in the 
field of Christian endeavor. The Bible idea is for 
the school, the church, and the home to co-operate 
in the training and Christianizing of the young, 
and it is one of the sad tendencies of the times (in 
many localities, if not general) to separate the 
school from the church and give it an independent 
existence and separate organization, and thus 
violate one of the fundamental laws of its life and 
usefulness.. But we are glad to know that the great 
heart of the Church does not entertain this mistaken 
notion, and the mejority of the efficient leaders in 
this great enterprise refuse to sanction the idea. 

After the Jews were settled in Palestine the 
school was carried on by the father as he related 
the story of God’s wonderfal deliverance while 
seated with his family around the table partaking 
of the paschal lamb. Later in their history Ezra 
gathered the people and children into a school and 
required the priests to read and explain to them the 
law very much after the style of our modern school. 
‘And they caused the people to understand the 
law, and the people stood in their place. So they 
read in the book in the law of God distinctly, and 
gave the sense, and caused them to understand the 
reading.’”’. Nehemiah 8: 7, 8. 

Under the influence of these Bible schools many 
men grew up to stalwart lives and extensive use- 
fulness, so thoroughly indoctrinated in the faith 
of their fathers and so well versed in the law of 
their God that in after years they withstood the 
strongest of tests. Prominent among the many are 
Daniel and the three Hebrew children. Daniel left 
home when but a youth, carrying with him the 
chains of slavery, and the sad. heart of a captive, 
and yet he and his three friends had been so well 
taught and their characters so well formed that even 
the. wild beasts of the den and the leaping flames 
of.a heated furnace could not induce them to give 
up their religion. Alas, for modern systems and 
modern trust, few if any would risk their lives 
with the lions rather than give up the instructions 
of their schools. 


‘Im the apostolic times there were no common| ¥'*” Vi8°F- 3%. 
schools, but religions schools were connected with 4120 West Norrie Street, Philadelphie, 
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every synagogue, just as we now connect the San- 
day-school with the church. In these schools 
secular as well as religious truth was taught, any 
one being allowed to ask questions and to answer 
them when able. That it was in one of these schools 
that Jesus propounded his questions to the doctors 
of the law there can be no reasonable doubt. “hey 
grew with wonderful rapidity and increased in 
power and popular favor until every town having 
ten Jewish families built a synagogue, and every 
village was thus supplied with a school where the 
law and the prophets were read and 

The teachers for these early schools held on the 
Lord’s day were recognized as a distinct body of 
workers, as is suggested from I. Cor. 12: 28: ‘And 
God hath set some in the church, firat apostles, 
secondly prophets, thirdly teachers, after that 
miracles, then gifts of healing, helps, governments, 
diversities of tongues;’? and in Ephesians 4: 11 
we read, ‘‘And he gave some, apostles; and some, 
prophets; and some, evangelists; and some, 
teachers.’”’ These opportunities were efficient means 
in spreading the Gospel and inculeating the traths 
a3 preached by the apostles, who were for the most 
part home missionaries, going from house to house 
carrying the Word of life to the homes and hearts 
of the people. In the years immediately following 
the apostles’ work the schools were not only in- 
structive but catechetical, and as far back as the 
council of A. D. 680 preachers were required to es- 
tablish schools and parents were obligated to send 
their children to them, and to-day if parents were 
not only necessitated to send their children to these 
Bible schools but were to go with them, infidelity 
would be weakened and the cause of the Master 


strengthened. 
In my next article I shall endeavor to give some 


facts concerning the more modern introduction and 
usefulness of these Bible schools.

D. Black and Martyn Summerbell, Dr. Summer- 
bell, in connection with his papor, offared a series 
of resolutions embodying the thought that the 
second Sabbath in January, 1894, be set apart as a 
day of centennial celebration of the adoption of 
the name Christian by the churches that still cling

Two years ago the 
work was brought before conference and heartily 
discussed, resulting in the organization below re- 
ported. It will explain the work to the members, 
and when the secretary shall present to them the 
blanks, or otherwise, to try and raise their portion 
of the missionary money, they will be prepared and 
respond liberally. 


Dear Co-worker in the Cause of Christ: 


At the annual session of the Western Indiana 
Christian Conference, held at Merom, Indiana, in 
co 1887, the following was adopted unani- 
mously: 

We your committee (consisting of two laymen 
from each church represented in the conference) tc 
whom was referred the duty of offering suggestions 
as to the local missionary work and the disposition 
of the local missionary fund, as well as the collec- 
tion of the same, beg leave to report as follows: 

We respectfully recommend that there be consti- 
tuted a missionary board, consisting of five members, 
to be elected biennially from the lay members of 
the conference, which board shall elect a president, 
a@ secretary, a treasurer, and two corresponding 
secretaries; and said board shall have. power to 
make rules for its government (subject to the 
approval of the conference), and the home and 
local mission fund shall be piaced in the custody of 
said board. This board shall, when in their jad 
ment it is prudent to do so, and when the funds in 
their bands will warrant, employ the best evangel- 
ist obtainable and send him into the field at such 
points within the bounds of this conference as their 
jadgment may dictate, to build up the cause, pay- 
ing him such sums for his labor as may be agreed 
upon 

We further recommend that this plan be carried 
out immediately after its adoption. 

We recommend, for election this time, Bro, T. M. 
Meeker, Fountain County; Sister Ida Mote, Mont- 
gomery County; Bro. L.C Ewbank, Parke County; 
Bro. B. F. McHenry, Sullivan Ovunty; and Bro. 
Henley. Signed for all the commiutiee by their 
chairman, . M. MEEKER. 

As already stated, this report was unanimously 
adopted by the conference, and the members of the 
missionary board thus constituted and elected, retir- 
ed to the secretary’s room in the college and elected 
the cfficers of the board, and then made report to 
the conference of the result of their election, which 
was approved by the conference. The officers elected 
are as follows: President, B,. F. McHenry, Merom, 
Ind.; treasurer, T M. Meeker, Rob Ry, Ind. ; sec- 
retery, Ida Mote, Garfield, Ind. ; corresponding sec- 
retary, L. C. Ewbank. Lusk’s *prings, Ind.; cor- 
responding secretary, Bo. Henley. 

From what has been said you will observe that 
the mission-work in our conference is now to be di- 
rected by the laity. This throws upon us a responsi- 
bility which we trust we shall discharge in such a 
manner as to strengthen and establish into 
working order several of our weak churches, and 
build up a few new churches in places opening to us 
@ field likely to be more thaneelf-sustaining. To do 
this great work we ask your co-operation, and we 
think the following items in our general plan will 
commen themselves to you:

2. Every cent that is collected for home mission- 
work is to go toward paying the evangelist for his 
work in preaching at those places to which the board 
send him. 

8. The clerk of each church in our conference is 
hereby appointed the collector of mission funds from 
his or her church, is earnestly exhorted to undertake 
this work in a business way, doing business for the 
Lord, to m: ke as large collections as possible and

When this plan was being talked of and finally 
started the missionary fire was kindled throughout 
the conference, and the hearts of the people were so 
enthused that a great work was anticipated. The 
first year twelve or thirteen churches responded, 
but the last year only one church— Union Cemetery. 
And who is to blame? We are sorry, but we feel 
that the ministers have failed to help us, and in- 
stead of trying to assist in completing a plan 
for raising missionary funds and working to it, 
have, the greater part of them at least, utterly ig- 
nored the work. 

At our last annual session of conference, held at 
Mellott, Ind., the work was again brought before 
the body and discussed very largely, and the reso- 
lution was adhered to by re-electing the same 
board, with the following resolution in addition 
by the Committee on Missions: 


We recommend that each chuich be required to 
pay into conference annually ten cents per mem- 
as local mission fund, and the secretary of the 
local mission board shall send blanks to each secre- 
tary, the bounds of conference, by Novem- 
ber Ist of each year. It shall be the duty of pas- 
tors to see that the clerk causes the same to be col- 

lected from the members.

The rule too often 
is, to pay at the end of the month or quarter, but 
if the minister is poor this leads him to buy on 
credit. Tais is embarrassing to him and unfair to 
his creditors. It is quite as easy for subscribers to 
pay, say one-tenth down and then a tenth monthly 
thereafter. Thus, two months before the year ends, 
the pastor will be paid up. Financial independence 
with the minister adds wonderfully to his moral 
strength and happiness. It is hard work to preach 
with but a quarter in one’s pocket, while the con- 
tribution- box groans for that (and is quite apt to get 
it), and adcz2n bills are likely to meet him the next 
week. Wili not our churches pay up their preach- 
ers and keep them paid ahead? No class suffers 
greater ficaccial embarrassments, we feel sure, than 
the ministers of the Christian Church.

EASE AND NEARNESS OF SALVATION. 

The kingdom of heaven is a moral condition. 
Two persons may sit side by side while one is 
in this kingdom and the other is not. The gate of 
the kingdom is ready to open to the touch of the 
soul of the man wherever he is, whoever he is, and 
whatever his character, but only the Spirit can 
usher the man int» this kingdom, and that Spirit 
only after the s:ul of the man is washed and trans- 
formed. 

There is one bar only that closes the door of the 
kingdom, and that bar issin. If by any means sin 
be removed from the heart, then the soul, on the 
wings of innocency, is instant!y wafted into the 
realm of the blessed. It is the realm of the pure as 
against that of the vile, and embraces all who in 
heart are cleansed from sin. 

Taus the ind wellers of the kingdom of heaven are 
the children who have not yet yielded to sin, irre- 
sponsible adults, professed Christians, and holy men 
in point of character everywhere, There may be 
in heathen lands as many white souls as in Chris- 
tian lands, and as regards the children more than in 
all the rest of the world. 

Sin thrasts one out of the kingdom, for within it 
sin can no more have place than can impurity abide 
in a pure heart, and a return into the kingdom 
depends on the remission of the sin committed. 
This sin canceled, the heart is unweighted and the 
soul is wafted once more across the threshold of the 
life-realm. 

By man’s one sinful act the soul is lifted out of 
the kingdom, but it can re-attain that center of 
felicity only with the help of God. It must be 
borne back, if at all, cradled on the everlasting 


arm. 

This service God stands ready to render the man, 
so that there can be no forced waiting on the part of 
the willing. The mother would save her drowning 
child in the instant that he would lift up his hand 
into the touch of her own. When he places him- 
self within her reach then, in that moment, all 
the strength of her glad heart is exerted for his 
deliverance. 

Nor is the mother more ready in her service than 
Goi. All the symbols of salvation given in the 
Holy Scriptures proclaim the iastant readiness of 
God to save. Withone step the man is sheltered 
by the ark, beyond the door of which the invading 
wave of whelming death may not come. The blood 
lifted to the lintel by a moment’s effort stays the 
angel of death and muffies and turns the blow ready 
to fall with destructive power. The eyes lifted to 
the braz3n serpent, in the very instant the sting of 
the poisonous fang is extracted. The seventh dip 
in the Jordanic waters gives perfect cleansing to 
the leprous general of Syria, while one touch of 
Siloam’s waters opens the eyes of him that was 
born blind.

God is no less assuring: He that looks, lives; he 
that asks, receives; he that seeks, finds; he that

instant opening of the gates of the kingdom to the 
soul aspiring tosalvation. When did Jesus keep the 
soul in suspense beyond the moment? or, if he held 
back the heart for the moment, it was only to make 
it ready for his blessing—to open the eyes of faith 
more fally into his own face—to intensify the felicity 
about to be poured out, 

By touch, or word, or simplest personal deed, the 
fever was abated, the lost senses were restored, the 
deformity was overcome, the leprosy was washed 
into purity, and the dead were restored to life. 
There was no waiting until the shadows deepened 
into night, or the morning sun reached zenith height 
and commingled with noon-tide rays. The blind 
man needed to go but a few steps fo find Siloam, and 
the leprous men needed to move on toward Jerusa- 
lem but a few rods before their: faith budded and 
blossomed into the joy of a perfect salvation. 

The easy entrance into the kingdom, the possible, 
instant deliverance from the ‘ouch and power of 
sin, should make the soul willing for li‘e—for that 
redemption which brings unspeakable joy. But 
the ease of the act and the readiness of God to save 
do not alone make the soul willing to be saved. The 
word of persuasion, the Gospel’s pathetic pleading, 
the voices of seeming judgments, the Spirit’s quick- 
ening power, and the outstretching arms of the 
Ohrist, all combined, are often unavailing for years. 

Why this reluctance at parting with sin? Why 

' this unwillingness to reform the life, to gain cleans- 
ing of heart, and the assurance of divine accept- 
ance? Is the wonderful testimony bearing on-the 
reality of this experience impossible of belief ? Must 
the imperiled soul reject the testimony of the ages, 
supplemented by that of myriad millions of living 
witnesses? Is it so easy to avcept the voices of two 
or three witnesses on any trivial question in law 

' and so utterly impossible to receive the testimony of 
unanimity falling from the lips of millions as to the 
truth of spiritual things? 

The testimony given does convince; the voices 
of the sainted living and dead are accepted; the 
soul in sin knows that these things are so, but willfal 
and inexcusable prejodice bars the door of life and 

| paralyzes the moral effort needed for salvation. If 
unconvinced, even, why should not the experi- 
ment be made? When so much is promised, why 
should not the hand cf the soul reach out in tearful 
penitence toward God? Thesimplest ¢ ff rt, honestly 
directed, wou'd convince beyond possible q aestion. 
The key would turn in the lock with the least effort 
of penitent faith, and the door of the kingdom 
would open, revealing visions of glory to the 
enraptured soul.

In Olose Oontact with Cholera. 

Recently I wrote of the cholera being opposite 
and in a rear street from your missionaries’ resi- 
dences. Now I will tell of how near it came to 
our work. Ata place called Shiba Guchi we have 
a preaching place. It was opened last year, and is 
quite near the Shimbachi Railway Station, which 
is the terminus of the Yokohama & Tokio Rail- 
road. 

Last Wednesday evening I went to the meeting, 
as I supposed, and to my astonishment found the 
docrs closed. I opened one myself and went in, 
when the brother told me why the usual prepara- 
tions were not made. It ran as follows: ‘'To-day, 
in our landlord’s house, on the corner opposite, was 
the cholera. The woman who had it was taken to 
the hospital. Now the police are outside and at the 
houses opposite, having all filth removed and disin- 
fecting the premises.’’ Outside, or rather in front 
of our meeting-house, the articles of a green- 
grocer’s opposite were placed while the cleansing 
and disinfecting were done. On this account, be- 
sides the excitement, suffice it to say, we held no 
meeting that night, nor for the children the fol- 
lowing day. Resumed work as usual the following 
Sanday. 

Sanday morning following the above, when close 
to the Iegura meeting-house, one door this side is a 
small street, and next door to the corner of this 
street was another police officer. I knew well what 
it meant. Nine a. M. service as usual, but about 
noon in came an officer to give notice that the men

Report from the churches: Forty-eight re- 
ported; gains, 483; losses, 156; effective 
strength, 5,838; with weekly preaching, 2;

REPORTS OF COMMITTEES. 


Reports from 34 Sabbath-schools; pupils, 
2,627; officers, 403; pupils joined the church, 
173; money received, $710. The committee 
observes the work as of equal importance with 
the public preaching; that vital Gospel prin- 
ciples be inculcated; that Sabbath-school 
work is deepening and widening; note the use 
of the literature of the Christian Publishing 
House and urge the continued patronage; and 
recommend that Sabbath-school institutes be 
held throughout the conference. 

On Moral Reform: Believe intemperance an 
evil that shortens life, increases crime, and 
augments misery, and in our responsibility to 
God as regards it; while not urging the Church 
into the field of politics, yet we ought to use our 
influence on every occasion to stay its growth 
and vote for none but sober men; that each 
min.ster preach a special sermon on the sub- 
ject; the professed world abstain from 
worldly amusement on the Lord’s day, com- 
monly called Sunday; declare the use of 
tobacco useless, it not asin; the pulpit ought 
to use its influence against its use; suggest 
that its disuse be a requisite in future for or- 
dination to the ministry; that as a conference 
we pledge to co-operate to put away evil from 
our midst and elevate mankind morally and 
spiritually. 

On Education: Observes, though the prog- 
ress of knowledge has been great, yet ignor- 
ance throughout the Nation to an alarming 
extent prevails, therefore the present demands 
and the voices of the past call upon us to take 
a front rank in the cause of education; note 
the commendable work of Antioch, Union 
Christian, Starkey, Le Grand, Franklinton, 
and our other schools as going forward, keep- 
ing march to the music of the age; and urge 
to give to the cause of education and our 
schools our patronage, our prayers, and our 
financial aid. 

On Publications and Period'cals: Recognize 
the Publishing House as the common property 
of the denomination; and the HerRaLp and 
Sabbath-school -lite*ature as specially ours; 
recommend their continued patronage, and 
note the increase in this regard, and urge the 
purchasing of the books written by our min- 


isters.

Moscow.—October 9, 1890, I left my home at Albion, 
having in view a visit to the Moscow Christian Church. 
I arrived there on the morning of the 10th inst.; met 
Bro. Wilhelm at the depot, and was welcomed to his 
hospitalities. The church at this place is the oldest 
Christian Church in Iowa. It was organized by E:der J. 
N. Baker in 1842, four years before Iowa was admitted 
into the Uaion of states. The following Elders have, at 
different periods, served as pastors: J. M. Baker, Simeon 
A. Bagley, William Bagley, Shelton Riley, George Tillett, 
J. H. Johnson, uezell, E. B. Swan, B. F. Randall, 
J. N. Baker, John A. Laughlin, J. B. Busey, Oscar 
Phelps, N. Potter, Holeomb, James Furnas and 
wife, Emily Stalker, Wright. I have not given 
them, however, in their reguiar course as pastors.. On 
inquiry I found this church in a very low condition, 
brought about by removals, deaths, ef. There 4s, how- 
ever, a little band of brothers and sisters hare; that are 
of the pure gold, well refined, unshaken, and unmoved. 
Oar peopie have a chapel here worth about $1,000. It 
would not, however, sell for that amount, but could not 
be replaced for that amount. Oar house here has been 
open at all times for occupancy by other denomina- 
tions, when not occupied by tho Christians. The liber- 
ality of our people has been encroached upon, until the 
sects were about eee. to claim it as their own; or, that 
they could purchase it for a few doilars and turn our 


people out of doors, as though they were dogs. — nyo 
ortunately, the house is deeded to the Iowa Cen 

Conference. The encroachments upon our people here 
would not be prudent for me to mention fully at this 
time. The barn of one of our brethren was burned dur- 


ing my stay at this place, wing out of spite, I remain- 
ed with them 18 days, visiting from house to house during 
the day, and preaching at night. I preached 20 sermons, 
revived the church, received one into fellowship by con- 
fession, set everything to ae and raised $45 toward 
empl ‘ying a minister before leaving them, trusting that 
a sufficient amount may be raised to employ a minister 
one-fourth of the time. There are a number of other 
weak churches in the state that ought to be visited and 
recruited up, but it is too big a burden upon any shoul- 
ders to bear alone.
